about Mr. Wallenberg *s fate from the Soviet Government a 
number of times, most recently in Decentoer 1979. That ini- 
tiative resulted in a formal written reply from the Soviets 
in February 1980 reaffirming their claim that Mr- Itellenberg 
died in 1947. They also stated that they had informed the 
Swedish Government directly of their latest findings and 
suggested that they would have no further information on 
this matter in the future. Given the current state of 
U.S.-U.S.S.R. relations and the tone of the February reply, 
we doubt the Soviets would be responsive to further inqui- 
ries about.
